Fire, thought to have origtnated 
from a defective furnace, early

Allen, and Representative 
John Y. Smith, of Fulton county, to 
the prison. 

Conditions revealed and facts un- 
earthed on this visit, it is said, will 
determine whether the full board 
will bé summoned together to con- 
duct a hearing of the charges.

Washington, January 11.—Anoth- 
er liberty loan will be necessary 
if congress embarks on “new fields 
of large expenditure or reduces the 
aggregate volume of taxes,” Sec- 
retary Glass declared in a state- 
ment tonight, setting forth in detail 
the government’s financial condi- 
tion. If the present tax level is 
retained and new expenditures are 
Kept down, the turn has come’in 


the tide of government financing, 


the secretary asserted. 

Barring the congressional action 
mentioned, Mr. Glass believed the 
treasury would be able to pay its 
own way from tax and war salvage 
receipts. Although further issues 
of treasury certificates_of indebted- 
ness may be expected, they will be 
redeemed from cash on hand rath- 
er than through the sale of new 
issues of cetrificates for the first 
time since Jate in 1917, The treas- 
ury secretary directed attention to 
statements made early in Septem- 
ber in which he expressed the opin- 
ion that the strain had lessened and 
that after January 1 the govern- 
ment’s financlal problem would be 
more easily solved. 

Progress Made by Treasury. 

Indicative of the progress made

Re- 
duction in the floating debt un- 
matured treasury certificates of in- 
debtedness of $622,653.250 has been 
made since September 1, leaving 
the total outstanding obligations of 
this nature at $3,578,485,800 on Jan- 
uary 1. A reduction of $685,726,500 
was reported for the same period 
in the outstanding so-called idan 
certificates, leaving $1,326,661,000 e&£ 
these yet to be funded, 

The loan certificates outstanding 
January 1 were of issues maturing 
January 2, January 15, Febrifary 2 
and February 16. All of these, the 
secretary said, have been or will be 
paid out of cash on hand January 1, 
or from the proceeds of sales of tax 
certificates issued in anticipation of 
any one of four tax installments due 
during the present year. Mr. Glass 
believes this indicates success for 
the treasury’s plan to avoid further 
large funding operations and for 
financing the unfuffded portions of 
the war debt.

The need for service under arms 
or in related capacity passed to a 
large extent with the cessation of 
actual hostilities; but there is still 
need for pecuniary service—need 
that is actual and acute—to help

guish all of the seven primary col- 
ors of the spectrum, <A Very few 
are totally color blind, unable to 
recognize color, seeing everything 
in varying degrees of gray—which 
is not a color. 

Inability to distinguish red and 
green is the most frequent. Indi- 
viduals may be born with this ina- 
bility, inherited almost invariably 
from the mother. While color-blind 
children, their daughters married to 
men of normal stock will have 
color-blind sons. This transmission 
of the defect reminds us that bleed- 
ers show the same peculiarity of 
heredity. 

Color-blindness may be acquired 
by one with normal heredity. Any

The “giving, 
loaning or promising of anything 
of value” to such organizations is 
declared to conatitute affiliation 
with such associations.

Clemenceau to Be Chosen |

Paris, January 11.—The election 
on the coming Saturday, January 17, 
of the president of the French re- 
public, always one of the least ex- 
citing functions in the political life 
|of the country, will be reduced to its 
sdeamlent form in this instance, un- 
| less before the date of the balloting 
| Premier Clemenceau should decide 
inot to be a candidate, of which 

there is now no expectation. 
| In only a few minor details will 
the election resemble the choosing 
of an American president. Conform- 
ing to custom, there probably will 
not be any party contentions. The 
presidential electors themselves— 
three hundred senators and 624 
deputies—were elected independent- 
ly of any presidential issue, the 
eventual candidates being unknown 
when the members of parliament 
were chosen. Only occasionally the 
party groups in parliament meet to 
decide on candidates in advance of 
the convening of the “national as- 
sembly,” or the “congress of Ver- 
sailles,” as the electoral body is 
called, the latter term being applied 
because the electors held their ses- 
sions in the old chamber of Ver- 
sailles during the commune in 1871. 

Begins With Luncheon. 

A mere assurance by Premier 
Clemenceau that he will accept the 
presidency will render a prelimi- 
nary meeting unnecessary, in whieh 
event the occasion will be chiefly 
social and gastronomical. 

The day’s program will begin 
with luncheons in the spacious halls 
of the ancient palace of the kings 
of France and in the hotels of Ver- 
sailles, and members of the cabinet, 
presidents of the senate and the 
chamber of deputies will be guests 
at special banquets. It is at the 
luncheong and banquets generally 
that the first “straw votes” regard- 
ing presidential possibilities are 
taken and the dining rooms are as 
animated as those of the leading 
hotels in an American city during 
the national convention of one of 
the great parties. 

The proceedings of the congress | 
itself are very simple. Antonin Du- 
bost, president of the senate, will 


call the assemblage to order at 2 
o'clock in the afternoon. After the 
senators and deputies have taken 
their seats, he will read the articles 
of the constitution fixing the mode 
of electing the president and then 
will declare “the national assembly 
is duly constituted, and the vote for 
president will take place at the 
speaker's stand on nomination and 
roll call” 


Electors Chosen by Lot.

P00 PERSONS DEAD 
INONEMEXICTOWN 


As Result of Earthquake. 
Stories of Death and De- 
struction From All Parts 
of the Republic. 


January 11.—Six 
were killed at 


Mexico City, 


was destroyed by last Saturday’s 
earthquake, according to special 
dispatches from Vera Cruz last 
night. Jalapa, former capital of 
the state of Vera Cruz, and Teocelo 
were virtually ruined, it is said, 
while the village of Ayahualco was 
crushed by great rocks dislodged 
from the adjacent mountain. A 
similar fate is' report#d to have be- 
fallen the village of Exhuacan. 

One small child is said to be the 
only survivor of the inhabitants ofr 
the village of Santito, state of 
Puebla, which was overwhelmed by 
poisonous gases. 
arriving at Huatusco from the San 
Miguel region are unable to give 
any details regarding the loss of 
fives there, but say hundreds of 
persons were killed. 

Emitting Fire and Smoke. 

Although the new crater at San 
Miguel is still emitting fire and 
smoke, reports from other districts 
in the earth zone ddd little to those 
already received. Government dis- 
patches which were filed after the 
first excitement and confusion 
had ended give small hope that the 
original estimates of 2,000 dead will 
be decreased, A slight variation in 
the names of villages inundated by 
a lake formed in the Cofre de Pa- 
pote valley is given in a Vera Cruz 
report. It said the towns covered 
by the waters were Plantanalan, Qui- 
mextlan, Barranca Grande, Gusca- 
lera, Istlahuacan, Choyula and San 
Jose Alchichica. Advices do not 
agree as to the number of casual- 
ties at Couztlan, but it is confirmed 
that the town was destroye Lat- 
est reports give a reduced number of 
dead. Unconfirmed reports received 
yesterday stated there were six 
hundred dead in Chilchota, while no 
reports have been received as to 
the situation at the little town of 
Calcahualco, which was reported to 
be completely vanished, with its 
200 inhabitants. At Plantanalan 
the mountain overlooking the town 
split into two parts, many people 
being crushed to death. 

Many Killed by Gases. 

In@the San Miguel district deaths 
from gases are reported to number 
upwards of 200. Nearly 150 bod- 
ies have been taken from streams 
and rivers of the eastern slope of 
the mountains. 

A telegram received here yester- 
day from the mayor of the city of 
LaFragua, state of Puebla, stated 
he had been unable to report soon- 
er because of almost continuous 
shocks, which had almbdst leveled 
the place. He said seventy bodies 
had been recovered from the ruins 
and that many persons were dying 
of their injuries. 

Dispatches from Couztlan state 
that new shocks were felt there on 
Friday. In the city of Vera Cruz 
a heavy storm has blown down the 
tower of the city, which was weak- 
ened by the earthquake,

O’Brien, alleged to be a member of 
the trio under suspicion, was ar- 
rested in Jacksonville several days 
ago, and Lieutenant of Detectievs 
Bog Waggoner is expected to leave 
mt gta to bring him to Atlanta for 
trial. 

Due to the prominence of the 
man said to have been robbed, and 
the large amount of money in- 
volved, the incident attracted a 
great deal of attention in Atlanta. 
Immediately following Mr. Mitchell’s 
report to the police that he had 
been swindled, accurate descriptions 


Jof the men were obtained and the 


police of many cities notified. The 
trio was last reprted as having been 
seen in uisville, but the authori- 
ties of the Kentucky city were 
never able to effect any arrests. 
Strosnider Arrested. 

A shorttime later, Strosnider was 
arrested in Chicago, and the Atlanta 
informa- 
tion that he had been tried under 
charges of conspiracy there. They 
could not state whether or not he 
had been adjudged guilty.

According to statements made by 
Mitchell, after he reported his loss 
to local police, he had known the 
three men about a month, and dur- 
ing that time had become good 
friends with Strosnider, whom he 
charges with being the ringleader. 
He was induced by Strosnider, he 
declared, to enter a “sure thing” 
venture on the stock exchange. 

For some time, Mr. Mitchell said, 
he won consistently, but shortly the 
wind shifted and he was called 
upon to put up all of his winnings 
and $10,00 additional to cover his 
exchange margin. Then, the Chi- 
cago banker stated, the three men 
left, taking with them all the money | 
he had put up to coverthe “shorts” 
of the market. 

No intimation of the nature of the 
fight to be waged by Strosnider was 
given in the telegraphic communica- 
tion from Chicago, but Atlanta po- 
lice believe the battle will be waged 
over his extradition.

With the Major Leagues 


Babe Ruth has done more in base- 
ball than set a new high record 
for price paid for an athlete. He 


has marked an era in the game, 
This is the era in which we are 
compelled to admit that_ baseball, 
in the major leagues at least, has 
ceased to be a sport and becomes 
an amusement enterprise. 

Major league baseball should now 
take for itself a new coat-of-arms, 
a box office, rampant upon a field 
of green with ball players couchant 
and over it emblazoned the em- 
blem: “Money Wins Pennants.” 

The sale of Ruth means little 
in iteelf. The Boston club was 
justified in selling him both from 
a business and from a playing 
standpoint. The New York club 
was justified in buying him be- 
cause he will draw, for a time, 
enough additional revenue at the 
box office to pay big interest on 
the investment. Whether he ever 
earns enough for the Yankees to 
repay them their p-inciple, vari- 
ousiy estimated at from $125,000 
to $150,000, is very doubtful. 

May Be Wrong. 

Tf he lasts four years, he prob- 
ably will. If he gets temperamen- 
tal, as he shows signs of doing, 
it may be a bad investment. 

From a playing standpoint, the 
only justification the Yanks have 
for paying such a price is that the 
rizht field wall is short and Ruth’s 
direction are 
likely to give him another new 
home run record. 

As a general ball player, Ruth 
is not a great asset. His long 
drives may win eight additional 
games for the Yanks during the 
next season, games that otherwise 
would not be won. To offset this, 
he probably will lose several by 
his fielding and slowness on the 
bases. It is hardly probable -that 
he will pitch many games, as the 
New York public will demand him 
as a daily exhibit. 

With uth on the Yankees we 
are apt to see a queer freak of the 
game. Ruth's long smashes gen- 
erally are to right field. On the 


will of course pitch to prevent him 
from hitting toward the right field 
wall, which is short, and the re- 
sult probably will be that Ruth will 
develop into a corking left field hit- 
ter. The knowledge of his ability 
to drive the ball far to right will 
make the pitchers’ handicap heavy. 
and, while they may hold down 
Ruth’s home run record on the Polo 
grounds, the chances are théy will 
make his batting average on short 
hits higher.

It is inconceivable that the 
sum paid for the home-run hitter 
is to be entirely cash. I think 
Boston will be a better ball club 
for the sale than it was.

The fact that star players are 
sold for large sums to the rich 
clubs.is one of the threatening evils 
of the sport. Last season there 
was a howl all over the country 
whén the New York Giants and the 
Yankees and the Chicago White Sox 
bought players to strengthen their 
teams at critical stages. The idea 
got abroad that instead of being 
a battle between teams chosen at 
the start of the year it was a con- 
test between bank rolls. 

Probably the best thing that 
ever happened in the sport was for 
Cincinnati to win the National 
league pennant. If New York or 
the Chicago Cubs had won that 
pennant the roar that would have 
greeted their victory would have 
gone around the entire country. 
The Reds were, in a way, lucky, not 
in their own playing, but in the 
fact that the men for whom the 
Giants and Cubs paid large sums 
failed to make good. The result 
of the Yankees buying Mays is 
too well known for comment. Had 
the Yankees won the pennant with 
Mays the fans would have been bit- 
ter. 

The Cub owners ought to take 
warning from the comments of the 
fans on such deals. They will 
realize thaw conditions almost com- 
pelled the sale of Ruth and will 
forgive that. They would have 
been more than pleased had Ruth 
been sold to, say Philadelphia or 
Washington, but those clubs can- 
not afford such luxuries. 

The club owners ought to take 
warning from the comments of the 
fans on such deals. They will real- 
ize that conditions almost compelled 
the sale of Ruth and will forgive 
that. They would have been more 
than pleased had Ruth been sold to. 
say Philadelphia -or Washington, 
but those clubs cannot afford such 
luxuries.

Mike Fought Everybody.

The past week both in the in- 
vestment market and in national 
politics has been a period of un- 
gertainty and of conflict in develop- 


ments. Nationally speaking, the 
outlook has changed but little. The 
hegotiations regarding the peace 
Lreaty are plainly hanging fire,.con- 
flicting factions not having suc- 
ceeded in adjusting their differences 
as early as they had been expected 
to do. The preparations for rail- 
road legislation also have  »been 
inoving slowly, and the best observ- 
ors afte of the opinion that tne proc- 
eas of harmonizing the Esch and 
Cummins bills will @ke longer than 
had been thought.

With the reopening of congress 
on January 5, the’railroad outlook 
has again assumed.a position of 
Primary importance. Perhaps the 
least hopeful phase of the present 
situatioh in this regard is the fact 
that some disagreement has evi- 
dently developed in the association 
of railroad executives with respect 
particularly to the rate of return 
which is apparently contemplated in 
section 6 of the Cummins bill. In 
that section the effort is made to 
provide a standard rate of return 
for railroad investments. 
~ It has been the view of many care- 
ful thinkers on the subject for some 
time past that the provision there 
contemplated was inadequate and 
would need to be revised upward if 
the measure was really to fulfill its 
objects. This situation and the evi- 
dently slow progress which is being 
made on details means postpore- 
ment of the enactment probably up 
to a date very close to the time at 
which returm of the roads to their 
owners has been promised by. the 
president. It should mean, howexer, 
that corresponding care in working 
out the details will be used. 

Meantime the railroad shares 
havg shown but little disposition to 
move decisively in any direction ex- 
cept for isolated issues which ad- 
vanced or declined slightly for rea- 
sons peculiar to themselves. Thg 
local -traction situation in New York 
city has apperently shown some 
signs of improvement due to the 
strong stand lately taken by the 
managers of the companies in be- 
half of higher rates of fare, not- 
withstanding the assumption of a 
public ownership position by Gov- 
ernor Smith. Traction values have 
accordingly ruled stronger, particu- 
larly for bonds.

As expected the rates for money, 
as applied to call loans, have eased 
considerably since the first of the 
year, but time contracts are atil!

oersive rates. The money situation, 
therefore, is still one to be reck- 
oned with. 

According to the reserve system 
Statement for the week ending Jan- 
unary 3, the percentage 
t> outatanding lIiabilities was 43.7 
for the system as a whole, while 
for the federal reserve bank of New 
York it was 38.5. These are re- 
apectively the lowest levels thus far 
recorded and represent a situation 
in which the “free” or “available” 
lending power of the system ia prac- 
tically exhausted. It is true that 
the New York clearing house banks 
have shown improvement due di- 
fectiv to the return of funds from 
January disbursements of interest 
and dividends which were re-depos- 
ited in the banks, but until the 
parent system presents a stronger 
front one should not de lulled into 
the belief that rates are to remain 
permanently down. 

Indeed, the bankers’ conference 
that occurred in Washington on 
January 6 Was productive of pos!i- 
tive statements from the authorities 
of the federal reserve system fore- 
casting a further increase of rates 
of discount and a policy of curtal)- 
ment of “unessential loans.” With 
reserve-.percentages as they are and 
with the attitude of the banking au- 
thorities what it is, it is obvious 
that present loaning rates are 
merely the redult of ai silackened 
demand for accommodation. 
is no prospect at this time, thefe- 
fore. for any great change in money 
eonditions, but the contraction pol- 
icy which has been evidently de- 
cided upon should gradually result 
in releasing funds for sound under- 
takings and should prevent any un- 
due development of very high rates

~ FAGEEDS SUPPLY 


Heavy Accumulation of 
Steel Ofders and Little 
Iron Available—Review 
‘of Last Week’s Metal 
Markets. 


New York, January 11.—Demand 
for steel continues greatly in excess 
of supply. There is a heavy, accu- 
mulation of orders and an enormous 
tonnage of finished steel awaiting 
placement by the railroads, automo- 


bile manufacturers. shipkyilders 
and fabricators. Within the” week 
orders have been placed with Chi- 
cago mills for about 125,000 tons of 
rails and about 125,000 tons are 
waiting formal acceptance. Produc- 
ers are sold up on plates and sheets, 
and premiums of $13 for finished 
‘steel have been paid. 

Iron has advanced rather sharply 
and is now firm at from $1 to $2 
per ton over last week. Practically 
no free tron is available before the 

| second quarter and not much before 

the second half. Preduction is not 
keeping pace with consumption. The 
out-turn Guring 1919 has been 
placed at 30,500,000 tons as against 
38,500,000 in 1918. The output in 
December was 2,600,000 tons com- 
pared with 3,400,000 tons in Decem- 
ber, 1918. 

Copper has been quite active since 
the holidays on domestic and export 
account. The market is quoted at 
19% cents to 19% cents for first 
quarter, though consumers could 
probably buy at 19% cents in large 
lots, and business is believed to 
have been done at 19 cents. For the 
second quarter producers ask from 
19% cents to 20% cents, as to quan- 
tity, but dealers are required to 
pay % cent above these figures. 
Copper for export is in demand and 
firm at 19% to 20 cents. 

Lead is quiet because there is lit- 
tle offering. The principal produc- 
ers quote 8 cents, but have nothing 
to offer for January. The outside 
market is firm at 8% cents. De- 
mand exceeds supply. 

Zine is strong. England has been 
a heavy buyer, but domestic con- 
sumers have not been active. Deal- 
ers ask’ 9.3@ cents, East St. Louis. 

Tin has been fairly active and has 
fluctuated in conformity with Lon- 
don. The present price is 62 cents 
for prompt and 62% cents for ship- 
ments. 

Antimony continues strong at 
10% cents for whdlesale lots. 


Money Inflation 
Cause of Living 
Cost Advances 


Lord D’Abernon, British 
Financier, Says in Cur- 
rency Situation Lies 
Root of High-Price 
Trouble Throughout 
World. 


That the high cost of living is 
due to a vast inflation of world cur- 
rency, the gravest of all present- 
day problems, and is not the result 
of a shortage of production or of 
profiteering, is the opinion of Lord 
D’Abernon, chairman of the British 
board of liquor control, formerly 
financial adviser to the Egyptian 
government and a leading authori- 
ty on financia]) questions, 

At the same time Lord D’Abernon 


sounds a warning of revolution with 
the statement that “the majority of 
| the great social upheavals in world 
history have been preceded or ac- 
compani crises of prices and 
debagemen rrency.” He adds 
that “six m f appropriate 
actionegegarding : , through- 
out the world would “"feoduce tar 
greater reduction in cost of living 
than has been produced during the 
last three years by operations of 
food control, profiteering tribunals 
and all exhortations to greater pro- 
duction and smaller expenditure 
which have been -lavished on pro- 
ducing and spending classes.” 

Interesting extracts along this 
line in an article written, by Lord 
aoe from London are as fol- 
ows; 


Defects In Theory. 


“There are two grave defects 
in the scarcity theory. First, that 
Scarcity does not exist to the re- 
quired extgnt to explain the phe- 
nomena, and second, that if it did 
exist, it would not have produced 
the particular phenomena which we 
find.

Director Barnes Says 
They Will Face Price 
Hazards When Govern- 
in 


June.

New York, January 11.—Warning 
of price hazards which may con- 
front wheat and flour handlers aft- 
er the withdrawal of government 
control when the activities of the 
grain corporation are brought to an 
end in June was contained in a cir- 
cular sent today by Julius H. 
Barnes, wheat director, fo the hold- 
ers of the 42,000 licenses he has is- 
sued. 

Emphasis is placed by Mr. Barnes 
on the statement that “the reduction 
of commitments to the minimum re- 
quired for the conduct of necessary 
current business” will be a wise 
commercial policy for the grain 
trade upon the termination of two 
years of official stabilization and in 
view of the present wortd situa- 


tion, 
That there is even now an ele- 


ment of the population which has 
demonstrated a desire to practice 
thrift is evident from the reception 
given to the grain ~ corporation's 
pure wheat flour, which the govern- 
ment recently made available to the 
consumer at reduced prices, the 
wheat director states. He also pre- 
dicts that thrift as a national char- 
acteristic “may become contagious 
as extravagance has been.” At the 
same time he attributed recent price 
advances in certain grades of flour 
to.“restricted transportation and 
extraordinary indifference to ex- 
penditures by a section of our peo- 
ple.” 
‘No Guide to Point Way. 

“There is no guide to point the 
way to commercial security,” Mr. 
Barnes says. “Individual judgment 
must solve unusual problems soon 
to be faced. We can only warn of 
the play of world-wide factors of 
unprecedented potentiality and swb- 
mit information as accurate as hu- 
manly possible on which business 
policies must construct. The grain 
corporation’s weekly reports of 
trade data will continue until June 
1. They should be studied. 

“Our total wheat, crop exceeded 
that of 1918. Much is said of the 
relative scarcity of strong wheats. 


The curious fact develops, however, 
that by continued replacements from 
the southwest and the Pacifie 
coast and because eastern mills will 
probably draw their smaller needs 
of strong wheats from Canada and 
the Argentine, the northwestern 
mills can grind fully equal to last 
year’s large production and still? 
leave, at the end of this crop year, 
a larger carry-over in the north- 
west than last year. 

“Exports for the past six months 
are 33,000,000 bushels less than last 
year. Difficult finances abroad, 
forcing utmost curtailment of pur- 
chases, will continue. Present pur- 
chases, still to be shipped, largely 
supplv foreign requirements for a 
considerable period. Cheaper rye 
will replace some wheat. The Unit- 
ed States can apparently export 50,- 
600,000 bushels of rye, against 35,- 
000,000 bushels last year.

“With no immediate prospect of 
further purchases of flour by the 
grain corporation, it fs fair to ask 
the mills-to discontinue their week- 
ly offerings until we can advise 
some prospects of further purchases.

The fact that present prices largely 
rule over the government fuarantee 
shou!ld not obstruct a study of con- 
ditionsawhich may develop, and at 
a time hen that price assurance 
no longer exists. America’s complex 
and delicat® marketing structure 
must be preserved, and prepared to 
function when this agency retires. 
Price fluetuation always is fol- 
lowed by distress and loss. Wisdom 
dictates the reduction of commit- 
ments required for the conduct of 
necessary current business. We 
should not feel that the full respon- 
Sibility of this office had been dis- 
charged without calling attention to 
the price hazard which may exist 
for many moths, Knowing that a 
large part of the producing and dis- 
tributing trades have been accus- 
tomed by two years of official 
Stabilization and assurance perhaps 
not to fully realize the danger of 
over-extended commitments wunder 
the present extraordinary world sit-
